FINANCIAL AID INFO The passage of the Middle Income Student Assistance Act (P.L. 95-^66) 

will make more than one million additional students eligible for 
financial aid in 1979-80. It is estimated that Q0% or more of college 
students will be eligible for some type of aid. Because of the many changes in formulas, 
percentages and regulation, WE URGE YOU to apply for aid for 1979-80. The only way to find 
out if you qualify is to go through the application process. Income ceilings and limits can 
be deceptive because of the many facets considered in determining need. 

The main areas affected by this bill are: 

Basic Educational Opportunity Grant (BEOG) 

1. Allowable Family Income Level raised 

2. Formula for Independent students changed drastically-many independents will be 
eligible for basic grant now. 

Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL) - formally Federally Insured Student Loan (FISL) 

Income ceiling for determining eligibility removed. Applications no longer require 
family financial information or parents and/or spouses signature. A needs analysis 
is no longer required for a Guaranteed Student Loan ONLY. (This is now in effect 
for Spring 1979 as w r ell as academic year 1979-80. Students already packaged may 
apply for Spring, but the total aid received may not exceed total student budget.) 
Loans are still subject to lender approval.

FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION 

At the January meeting of the Financial Aid Advisory Committee a new definition 
of "Satisfactory Progress" was proposed for Financial Aid purposes at Mount St. 
Mary's College. This new definition has now been approved by Sister Magdalen 
and becomes effective February 1, 1979. 

Satisfactory Progress 

To be eligible for renewal of financial aid a student must be eligible 
to re-enroll as determined by the appropriate academic office. 

Dismissal 

A student is subject to dismissal for the following reasons: 

1. Failure to maintain a minimum GPA of 1.0 during any term. 

2. Failure to maintain a minimum GPA of 2.0 during a probationary term. 

The Academic Deans have the power to dismiss students and to suspend dismissal. 
They may also recommend that the Admissions Committee reinstate a dismissed 
student on a probationary basis. 

The Commissioner of the U. S. Office of Education, under a Congressional mandate, 
is required to report on the status of the student financial assistance programs 
which have been established. As a result, the Office of Evaluation and Dissemi- 
nation (OED) of the Office of Education has undertaken a comprehensive study of 
the program management procedures in the Campus-Based and Basic Grant student 
financial aid programs. The purpose of the study is to determine the. impact of 
existing institutional and Federal operating procedures on the achievement of 
program goals. 

As part of this study, OED, with the assistance of Applied Management Sciences, 
Inc., of Silver Springs, Maryland, has embarked upon a detailed examination of 
program procedures employed in a nationally representative sample of institutions 
of postsecondary education. In a random drawing, MT. ST. MARY'S COLLEGE was 
selected to participate in this landmark study. As such, your participation is 
essential to the successful completion of this study, and we respectfully ask 
for your assistance. 

A team of interviewers will visit MSMC on February 14th and February 15th. A 
random sample of 124 students (both with financial aid and without financial aid) 
have been mailed cards advising them that they have been selected to participate 
in the study. Interviews will be conducted on Feb. 14th between 11am - 1pm in 
H201 and on Feb. 15th between 10am and 1pm in H305. They will take approximately 
one-half hour, for which the students will be compensated in the amount of $3.00 
for their time. Interviews will also be held with the Financial Aid Office, 
Business Office and the Registrar. Again, your participation is essential.

FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION March 15, 1979 

1. Students receiving Social Security Benefits - The House Ways and Means Committee 
rejected President Carter's proposal to reduce social security benefits by phasing 
out Social Security benefits to students. You will continue to receive your benefits 
uninterrupted. 

2. The California Student Aid Commission has mailed out the renewal supplements for 
Cal Grant A. Every renewal candidate must return the supplement and file a Student 
Aid Application for California (SAAC) with the College Scholarship Service no later 
than March 27. Students who have a notice in section 3 (usually Sophomores) stating 
"Transcript Required" should complete a transcript request form (pick up in Registrar's 
Office) by May 25th and leave it with the Financial Aid Office. The Financial Aid 
Office will then mail the transcripts by certified mail when they are complete. There 
will be no charge for these transcripts. Students who do not meet this deadline will 
be responsible for requesting and paying for their own transcript to be sent. 

3. Student Eligibility Reports (SER) from the Basic Educational Grant (BEOG) are being 
sent to students who applied for BEOG. When you receive this form - read it carefully - 
if they are requesting further information follow the instructions on the form. If 

you need help, bring the form to the Financial Aid Office. If the SER message reads 
that you are eligible or that you are not eligible, please bring or send all 3 copies 
of the SER to the Financial Aid Office. 

A. Student Employment for 1979-1980. All jobs on campus for the academic year 1979- 
1980 will be awarded through the Federal College Work Study Program. This means that 
all students employed must qualify for financial aid in order to work on campus and 
they may only work the number of hours that coincides with the awarded amount. The 
only exceptions to this are the resident assistants and the following areas which are 
disqualified by federal regulations - chapel and federally funded grant positions, 

5. Award Letters for 1979-1980 -Students who have complete financial aid files by the 
deadline of April 1st will receive award letters by May 31st. Renewal State awards 
on these letters will be estimated. The balance of the renewal award letters will be 
completed during June and July. Cal Grant A renewals will be announced after July 6th - 
after that date awards will be finalized and revised when necessary. 

6. Federally Insured Student Loan (FISL) / Guaranteed Student Loans (GSL) - The State 
of California is still in the process of developing the applications for this loan. 
When we have received these applications we will put an item in the bulletin. These 
forms will be used by first-time loan recipients only. Any student who has already 
received a FISL will use the old forms and can pick one up in May before leaving for 
summer vacation.

This 
election is necessary precluding ASB Board elections due to the revision of office 
occupancy, clarity of officer's responsibility and function of the standing committee. 

PLEASE READ THIS CAREFULLY AND TAKE THE TIME TO VOTE. The ammendment must be 
passed by two/thirds majority to be instated. Thank you. 

Rationale : 

Whereas it is the function of the Associated Students of Mount St. Mary's College: 

To contribute to personal and college growth through constructive interaction with 
all other groups in the college community, formulating common goals, identifying 
common needs and defining common problems: (Preamble #2) 

To contribute to the quality of student life by planning and implementing student 
programs, by establishing and maintaining desirable student services: (#3) and, 

To contribute to the quality of total college life by establishing and maintaining 
communication channels with the students and using intelligently our student 
resources (/M) 

and, that it is the primary responsibility of the Student Board to serve the 
Associated Students through their contributions to total college development 
in the areas of identifying, formulating and evaluating programs which benefit 
all members of the College community; 

Be it resolved that the following changes and additions be made to the Organizational 
Plan in regards to the Communications Committee: 

(1) That to IV. B. this phrase "except for the Communications Committee which shall 
consist of a minimum of 4 elected students, be added to the paragraph following 
the word "students" and preceding the word "elected"; 

(2) that to V.C. the sentences 1,2,3 be eliminated and 4 be made to read as follows: 

To represent the interests of the student body at large in any issues concerning 
communications within or outside the college, and to work for more effective 
communications between all factions of the college, specifically by establishing 
a committee to be charged with the following designated functions: 

Function of the Standing Committee: COMMUN ICATIONS 

Original : 

1. To plan and publish the Student Handbook and the Student Directory 

2. To provide publicity for the Associated Student Body. 

3. To act, when necessary, as a representative spokeperson of the student 
newspaper and the yearbook. 

4. To represent the interests of the student body at large in any issues 
concerning communication within or outside the college, and to work for 
more effective communication between all factions of the college. 



Pro po sed revisions : 

1. To represent the interests of the student bo ly at large in any issues concerning 
communications within or outside the college, and to work for more effective 
communication between all factions of the college, specifically by establishing 
a public relations committee charged with the following designated functions: 

A. Off Campus Coordinator 

1. establishes contacts on all college campuses in the area 
2. works in conjunction with the College Press personel 

B. Telecommunications System Coordinator 

1. provides update of information to be typed into computer. 

2. gathers information from all areas of the college for publication 

C. Staff member of the VIEW 

1. editor of on-campus -information: 

a) clubs 

b) ASB 

c) classes 

d) faculty 

e) staff 

D. Coordinator of: 

1. AD HOC committee 

a) publication of directory 

b) publication of the handbook 

2. Ticketing agency

3. Bulletin Boards: assignments, mainteneance 

4. Liason with the Press 

a) posters off-campus for major events 

5. Publicity : posters, flyers, etc.

1. SUMME R ADDRESS . If you will not be at the address that you submitted on your 
financial aid application during the summer, please leave a summer address 
with the Financial Aid Office, 

2 * STUDENT ELIGIBILITY REPORT (SER) . If you applied for a Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant (BEOG) you will receive a BE* in the mail. Read it care- 
fully. If further information is requested follow the instructions on the 
form. If you need help contact the Financial Aid Office. Please bring or 
send all three (5) copies of your SER to the Financial Aid Office as soon as 
you receive them, whether you have a grant or not. 

3. AWARD LETTERS FOR 1979-80 . StuSents who had complete financial aid files by 
the deadline of April 1 will receive award letters by May 31st if they are 
to receive college or federal campus based funds. Renewal Cal Grant awards 
on these letters will be estimated. The balance of the award letters will 
be completed during June and July. Cal Grant A and B renewals will be 
announced in July. After that date, awards will be finalized and revised 
when necessary. There will be a deadline date on each award letter and 
award letters not signed, notarised and returned by that deadline will be 
cancelled and the campus based funds and the MSMC funds will be given to 
other needy students. 

**"• PACKAGING . Financial Aid packaging will be processed as follows: 

1st Round: All students who met -the deadline were packaged first in

Banks are still in the 
process of signing as lenders. The application period cannot begin until 
the lenders have signed and released their regulations. Students who have 
not received loans before will apply with the State of California - GSL 
program. Students who had loans before will apply with the federal govern- 
ment again - FISL program. New applications are being printed for FISL's 
and are not ready. New and renewal applicants will be notified when they 
can begin to apply and will receive information on procedures and regula- 
tions. If you do not hear from us by the end of the month, contact us. 
'As part of the Middle Income Student Assistance Act , students may apply 
for FISI/GSL without having their need analysis processed. If you wish 
to apply for a loan, leave your name and address in the Financial Aid Office 
and information will be sent to you.
